Amagai et al. (US Patent 5,807,975) fail to teach the episulfide compounds of 

formula (4) used in combination with a photo-base generator of formula (1) and a 
modified silicone oil, as required by claim 1 of the instant application. 

There is no prior art teaching that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the teachings of Amagai et al. and obtain the claimed invention of the instant 
application.
